An Ohio pyromaniac named Norvell has 
a^kol the state fire marshal to see (hat he is 
placed in some institution where he can be 
treated for his affliction by an alienist. Nor­ 
vell has been convicte d for arson six limes 
and has served *‘50 of his 55 years in* prison, 
surrendering voluntarily every time. 
He explains that while his conscience 
disapproves of setting fire to houses, barns 
and haystacks, he is driven to it by an uncon­ 
trollable impulse. He puts it up to the men­ 
tal experts to rid him of the impulse. 
That is a sensible way to go al>out the 
m atter. 
It may lie impossible to straighten 
out the fire kink in NorvelTs mind, but ordi­ 
narily a cure should be possible if such a sub­ 
ject were taken earlier in life. Children are 
natural pyromaniac*—it is instinctive to love 
fires, an dmost children have to be trained 
not to start them in dangerous places. 
It always helps, with children, to shift a 
dangerous 
propensity into safer channels 
without damning it up. 
Thus many a child 
has been cured of the fire habit by letting 
him help with the regular household fires, or 
letting him participate in an occasional bon­ 
fire under the protection of grown-ups. 
In one case an adult fire-fiend was cured 
thoroughly and permanently by making him 
fireman in a factory. 
He simply reveled in 
keeping the furnace files hot, and so satis­ 
fied his abnormal love for flames.

Whatever may be the m erits of this pro­ 
moter’s case, his plea is not altogether fanci­ 
ful or unusual. The situation he represents 
is only too familiar iii the world of specula­ 
tion, and it is that situation which makes it 
so easy for crooks to prey on the public and 
get away with hundreds of millions of dollars 
in this country every year. 
There are two sides to every deal. 
The 
slickest swindler does not bear all the re­ 
sponsibility. He does not sell his fake stock 
to his victims without an answering eager­ 
ness on their part to risk their money in the 
hope of getting something for nothing. This 
foolish eagerness to take a financial risk in­ 
vites the swindles. 
In many cases the results to the victims 
are pitiful indeed. 
In many, however, they 
may be wholesome, because there are gullible 
persons who can learn only through personal 
trial and loss. The wise investor is he who 
will take the word of other victims, or the 
w old of experts w ho have seen much of such 
Victimizing, and make anyone who wants his 
savings show’ very good reason why he 
should be entrusted with them. 


Latin Alive Again 


One of the surprising things in education 
today is the ‘‘come-back’’ of the Latin lan­ 
guage. The war was thought to have killed 
it off, with 
its emphasis on 
immediately 
“practical” studies. Now even the most prac­ 
tical of students are finding the Latin is use­ 
ful, if for no other reason than the familiar­ 
ity it gives them with scientific terminology. 
Students in general are said to be turning 
back to it for “cultural reasons.” 
That is, 
they regard the Latin language as woi*th 
knowing for itself, and as a key to a vast 
amount of knowledge and literature that can­ 
not bi* got at so easily otherwise. So great 
is this movement that it is almost impossi­ 
ble in some parts of the country to supply 
the demand for Latin teachers. 
So the pendulum swings. The “classics” 
have died many times, and always come to 
life again. There must be great vitality in 
them. 
As regards the basic merits of such study 
there is something to say on both sides. One 
thing sure, though—boys and girls who learn 
Latin will be able to spell better and use bet­ 
ter English than have been customary lately.

WASHINGTON, I)**.- 1!». 
One of the most dtj» 
< nsieU reports submitted to Secretary of Commerce 
Hoover H nations] ootiference on street and highway 
safely was that of tho committee on engineering Rod 
const nation* 
Frank Pago, the hi,ut of the North 
Carolina slate highway commission, was the chair­ 
man of this committee, which worked out a long list 
or recommendations, predicated oil the fait ti n t 
with the tremendous development of motor traffic 
and the prospect of Its future growth construction 
and engineering problems are of primary import­ 
ance. 
Congestion multiplies the dangers of the road. 
Therefore, says the committee, safety requires that 
these Increasing currents of traffic bo able to flow 
smoothly and continuously, by night as well as by 
day, with a minimum of conflict between currents. 
Traffic accidents last year cost 22.600 lives and 
resulted in injuries to 678.000 people, with a total 
estimated 
economic loss of 
1600,000,000. 
Only a 
small percentage of these accidents can be charged 
l o defects Jn tho construction of streets and roads, 
but It Im evident from all available data that a very 
large proportion Of those resulting in deaths and 
personal 
Injuries are due to reckless or 
cureless 
driving, pion bari curves, unsafe grade*, too narrow 
roadways, bad grade crossings, aud other Inadequate 
Dr unsafe features of highway construction. 
Turn loose a speed demon especially one who 
uses alcohol in his own radiator as well as in th at 
of hin car on a road that is not everything it should 
be and the chalices of disaster are vastly Increased. 
Abd, unfortunately, when one of tho 
accidents oc­ 
cur it isn't only the speeder who is killed or Injured. 
Ho always has some innocent victims and it hap­ 
pens not Infrequently that ho himself escapes tho 
p< unity for his recklessness. 


MULTI PLE S OF TRAFFIC 
LANE S 
According to the conclusions of Mr. Page’* com­ 
mittees the roadway of every improved rural high­ 
way Kobold be wide enougli for at least two lanes of 
traffic, while every pavement iii u city street should 
be wide enough 
for at least three lanes

streets of heavy traffic should be wider. 
Hoi Ii street 
and highway pavement widths should be in multiples

To make it feasible to prohibit 
parking or stopping on

with reasonably hard and level poi king places en­ 
tirely outside the traveled way. 
No grade should bo in excels of 6 lier cent, lf 
it is feasible to avoid it, aud highways of Importance 
should not have curves of less than 200-foot radius.

curves. 
Guard rails of substantial type should be

Fow tilings contribute more to traffic accidents than 
tho condition in which a driver cannot see where a v 
Is going or what vehicles are coming in his direction. 


ELIM IN A TE GRADE CROSSINGS 
The committee finds th at grade crossing elimin­ 
ation through 
the co-operation of 
municipalities, 
states and railroads must be the ultimate remedy 
for the railroad highway grade-crossing jterll. Where 
this is done, narrow or unobstructed underpasses and 
sharp turns 
iii the approaches 
thereto should be 
eliminated also, or uvaided. 
Tho creation of new grade crossings should be 
avoided wherever possible. 
Before improving aa im­ 
portant highway Which has grade crossings or other 
serious disadvantages, consideration should be given 
to the possible substitution of some parallel route 
free from such difficulties, even if iii tie traveled at 
present. 
Crossings 
remaining at grade should 
be safe­ 
guarded In every possible way. 
Standard warning 
signs or pavement markings should be supplement* I 
by automatic signals, crossing flagmen or gates, de­ 
pending upon the volume of highway and rail traffic. 
S o 'far as possible) a d e a r view along the track iii 
both directions from both sides should be maintained. 
Sharp curves, abrupt changes of grade, roughness in 
pavement, or other 
conditions at or 
near 
tracks 
which tend to divert the attention of the motorist 
should be eliminated. 
Every bridge on an Improved highway or street 
should be at least 22 feet in width, to enable two 
lines of traffic to pace without difficulty, and exist­ 
ing one way bridges should he w ide ned or rebuilt. 
I Velours around highways, streets or bridges under 
construction or reconstruction should be carefully 
selected 
and 
maintained 
in safe condition, and 
clearly marked. 
Cautionary or atop signs aud signals at danger 
points, direction and 
distance signs at 
important 
Junctions ami intersections, «nd signs and signals to 
Indicate special traffic rub a and regulations, all aru 
necessary for 
the safe operation of 
vehicles 
and 
should be provided in the cities by tho traffic author­ 
ities. They should be simple and uniform for a given 
purpose throughout the I'nited States. 
For signs and signals, both luminous and non­ 
luminous. the committed recommends the following 
color indications, aud says these colors should not tie 
used for any other purpose: Heel for “S top;” green 
for "Proceed;” yellow for "Caution,” as at curves; 
purple or some color as a special cautionary indica­ 
tion at cross m a da; white letters or symbols to be 
uiicd on the reel. green or purple background, and 
black on the yellow. 
Distance and direction signs 
should be black and white. 
Many unimproved highways not part of the fed­ 
eral aid or state highway systems t arry considerable 
motor traffic, aud the committee says that automo­ 
bile clubs or other agencies can perform a useful 
service by placing the standard signs at the chief 
danger points ou such highways. 
And the pedestrian, whatever and whenever ho 
walks in truffle' lanes, should keep to the left so that 
he easily avoid approaching vehicles and not have 
to wqrry about those overtaking him .

"I wanted to paint things that I saw and I ju t 
did," Russell explained. 
Russell ne ver was taught anatomy, yet his fig­ 
ures, his hoi sea and buffaloes, as well us other ani­ 
mals. are pronounced superbly executed. 
Strangely enough, one of the event* which has 
given HusHcdl much recent popularity was the prize 
fight between Jack Dempsey and Tommy Gibbons at 
Shelby, Mont., July 4. 1923. 
Dempsey maintained 
his training ram p at Great Falls, Mont., Russell's 
home, and visitors from all parts of the country 
flocked there. 


In Great Falls every Halcyon, every soft drink 
"palace” and many stores boast Russell paintings. 
In addition, there are several collections in librari<*4 
and public buildings and all of these attracted the 
attention of eastern visitor*. 
While Dempsey was preparing to fight Gibbons 
Russell visited him and later made* several paintings 
and clay models of the world’s champion boxer. 
One of Russell’s paintings was bought by tho 
Prince of Wales and three presidents 
Harding, Taft 
and Roosevelt—purchased 
Russell canvases. 
Will 
Rogers, the Duke of Connaught, E. L. I token v and 
Douglas Fairbanks are Russell admirers and own 
several of his paintings. 


Russell first found "the urge to paint” while a 
cowboy on the plains of Montana. 
"I watched the roundups and the branding and 
the loading of cattle against the purple hat** an-l 
golden sunsets of Montana and I just wanted to 
paint 
those scenes,” said 
Russell. 
“I lox e horse1* 
especially, and I wanted to reproduce the things I 
liked in them and in other animals.” 
AU of Russells horses are creatures of action, 
freedom and abandon. 
It wa* the Montana artist's 
drawings of horses bucking, running and leaping 
which first won him fame. 
"Painting Is like any other art,” said Russell. 
"I mean if one feels he must write, he can write; if 
a man has something Lu his heart, in his soul, that 
needs expression, then he will express it, either in 
painting, music or some form of creative art."

Nor­ 
vell has been convicted for arson six times 
and has served 30 of his 55 years in prison, 
surrendering voluntarily every time. 
He explains that while his conscience 
disapproves of setting fire to houses, barns 
and haystacks, he is driven to it by an uncon­ 
trollable impulse. He puts it up to the men­ 
tal experts to rid him of the impulse. 
That is a sensible way to go al>out the 
matter, 
it may be impossible to straighten 
out the fire kink in Norvell’s mind, but ordi­ 
narily a cure should be possible if such a sub­ 
ject were taken earlier in life. Children are 
natural pyromaniacs— it is instinctive to love 
fires, an dmost children have to be trained 
not to start them in dangerous places. 
It always helps, with children, to shift a 
dangerous 
propensity into safer channels 
without damning it up. 
Thus many a child 
has been cured of the fire habit by letting 
him help with the regular household fires, or 
letting him participate in an occasional bon­ 
fire under the protection of grown-ups. 
In one ease an adult fire-fiend was cured 
thoroughly and permanently by making him 
fireman in a factory. 
He simply reveled in 
keeping the furnace fires hot, and so satis­ 
fied his abnormal love for flames.

He does not sell his fake stock 
to his victims without an answering eager­ 
ness on their part to risk their money in the 
hope of getting something for nothing. This 
foolish eagerness to take a financial risk in­ 
vites the swindles. 
In many eases the results to the victims 
are pitiful indeed. 
In many, however, they 
may be wholesome, because there are gullible 
persons who can learn only through personal 
trial and loss. The wise investor is he who 
will take the word of other victims, or the 
word of experts who have seen much of such 
Victimizing, and make anyone who wants his 
savings show very good reason why he 
should be entrusted with them.

One of the surprising things in education 
today is the “come-back" of the Latin lan­ 
guage. 
The war was thought to have killed 
it 
off, with 
its emphasis on 
immediately 
“practical” studies. Now even the most prac­ 
tical of students are finding the Latin is use­ 
ful, if for no other reason than the familiar­ 
ity it gives them with scientific terminology. 
Students in general are said to be turning 
back to it for “cultural reasons.” 
That is, 
they regard the Latin language as worth 
knowing for itself, and as u key to a vast 
amount of knowledge and literature that can­ 
not be got at so easily otherwise. So great 
is this movement that it is almost impossi­ 
ble in some parts of the country to supply 
the demand for Latin teachers. 
So the pendulum swings. The “classics” 
have died many times, and always come to 
life again. 
There must be great vitality in 
them. 
As regards the basic merits of such study 
there is something to say on both sides. One 
thing sure, though—boys and girls who learn 
Latin will be able to speU better and use bet­ 
ter English than ha\e been customary lately.

ildover's national c o n tin uo* on street aud highway 
safety was that of tho rom ml (tee on engineering and 
construction, 
Frank Page, the head of the North 
Carolina state highway commission, was the chair­ 
man of this committee, which worked out a Iuds list 
of recommendations, predicated on the fait that 
with the tremendous development of motor traffio 
and the prospect of Its future growth construction 
and engineering problems are of primary import­ 
ance. 
Congestion multiplies the dangers of the road. 
Therefore, says the committee, safety requires that 
these Increasing currents of traffic be able to flow 
rrnoothly and continuously, by night as well as by 
day, with a minimum of conflict between currents. 
Traffic accidents last year cost 22,600 lives and 
resulted In injuries to 678,000 people, with a total 
estimated 
economic loss of 
$600,000,000. 
Only a 
small percentage of these accidents m n be charged 
l o defects In the construction of streets and roads, 
but It Is evident from all available data that a very 
large proportion of those resulting Iii deaths and 
personal 
Injuries ore duo to reckless or 
careless 
driving, plus bad curves, unsafe grades, too narrow 
roadways, bad grade crossings, aud other inadequate 
br unsafe features of highway construction. 
Turn loose a speed demon 
especially one who 
uses alcohol in his own radiator as well as in th at 
of his car 
on a road that is not everything it should 
be and the chances of disaster are vastly increased. 
And, unfortunately, when one of tho u accidents oc­ 
cur it isn’t only the speeder who Is killed or Injured. 
H e always has some Innocent victims and It hap­ 
pens not Infrequently that ho himself escapes tho 
pi nail* for his recklessness.

According to the conclusions of Mr. Page’s com­ 
mittees the roadway of every improved rural high­ 
way soh ald be wide enough for at least two lanes of 
traffic, while every pavement in u city street should

••trprts of heavy traffic should b** wider. Poth street 
and highway pavement widths should be in multiples 
of the widths of traffic hums 
a minimum of nine 
feet for motor vehicles and lo feet for street cars. 
Hight of way for parking space, for clear view 
at curves and Intersections, and for future roadway 
widening should be provided before tho cost of tho 
land become prohibitive. 
Parkways aud sidewalks 
should bi* so placed as to facilitate future widening. 
In suburban streets carrying both street carn and 
heavy motor traffic, the street cars should he given 
exclusive space in the center with a roadway on 
either side. 
Iii rural districts, when* cur lines paral­ 
lel tho roadway, the tracks should remain contin­ 
uously i n one side.

proved rural highways should be provided, either 
celli in tinnily or at intervals not exceeding 300 feet, 
wit b reasonably bard and level put king places en­ 
tirely outside the traveled way.

To accomplish 
this ii may I# necessary to remove trees, shrubs and 
sloping banks on or off the right of way at curves 
and Intersections, and to cut down sharp lilllcrests.

The committee finds t h a t grade crossing elimin­ 
ation through 
the cooperation v/T 
municipalities, 
S l a t e s and railroads must bo Hie u l t i m a t e remedy 
for the railroad highway grade-crossing peril. W here 
this is done, narrow or unobstructed underpasses and 
sharp turns 
In the approaches 
thereto should ba 
eliminated also, or avoided. 
The creation of new grade crossings should be 
avoided wherever possible, 
before Improving mu Im­ 
portant highway which bus grade crossings or other 
serious disadvantages, consideration should be given 
to the possible substitution of some parallel route 
free from such difficulties, even lf little traveled at 
present. 
Crossings 
remaining at grade should 
bn safe- 
guarded in every possible way. 
Htaudurd warning 
signs or pavement markings should ire supplemented 
by automatic signals, crossing flagmen or gates, de­ 
pending upon the volume of highway aud rail traffb*, * 
Ko'far as possible a clear view along the truc k iii 
both direi lions from both sides should he maintained. 
Sharp curves, abrupt changes of grade, roughness in

black on the yellow. 
Distance aud direction signs 
should be black and white. 
Muny unimproved highways not part of the fed­ 
eral ald or state highway systems tarry considerable 
motor traffic, aud the committee .-ays that automo­ 
bile clubs or other ug< m ica can perform a useful 
service by placing the standard signs at the chief 
danger points on such highways. 
And the pedestrian, wherever aud whenever he 
walks iu traffic lanes, should keep lo the left so (hut 
be easily avoid approaching vt hi.'es and not have 
to worry about those overtaking him .
